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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
subject matter in claims 1-28.30-33,35-40 and 42-62 is allowable because the arts of 
record fail to teach or fairly suggest the claimed "Claim 1 (Original): A method of 
synchronizing a receive clock signal phase of a receiving channel with a transmit clock 
signal phase of a transmitting channel in a transceiver comprising: the transmitting 
channel synchronizes the transmit clock signal phase with the receive clock signal 
phase based on receive clock signal phase data including a previous receive clock 
signal phase and a current receive clock signal phase." See broadest claim 19 for 
example.
